have passed the House before this 
column appears in print, will, like 
the original bill, reduce individual 
income taxes by thirty per cent for 
those in the low income brackets, 
by twenty per cent for the average 
citizen, by fifteen per cent for the 
well-to-do, and by ten per cent for 
those rn the higher income brack­ 
ets. 
The president signed the Rent 
Control act on Monday of last 
week, although bitterly denouncing 
some sections of the measure, 
Had he failed to sign, the rent con­ 
trol law would have expired on 
midnight of that date. 
The new 
measure extends rent controls on 
existing housing until March of 
1948, with the proviso that vol­ 
untary leases, carrying rent in­ 
creases of as much as fifteen per­ 
cent, can he entered into. 
Under 
the bdl all rent ceilings on new 
; housing, and all controls over new 
except for amuse­ 
ment and recreation 
have been 
lifted.
